SUBJECT: Mark Clark Committee Members' Visit te ORR,

1. Colonel Miller and Mr. Foley (fer the latter part ef the time 
enly) visited Phote Intelligence Division frem 0900 te 0950 and were 
briefed by the division chief and his deputy. About five minutes were 
spent on a rapid tour of the branches ef this division. The fellowing 
subjects were discussed: 


a. Mission ef the divisien, metheds by which the work is 
accomplished, and degree of satisfaction felt by the divisien 
in its accomplishments.

flict in missions and pessible advantage ef placing Graphics 
Register under the Phote Intelligence Divisien.

activity. 


d. 1/0 and en-duty strength ef the divisien, sources of 
personnel, and pessible cenflict with military services in 
recruitment. 


2. Between 1000 and 1100, Celonel Miller and Mr. Feley visited 
Cartography Divisien and were briefed by the divisien chief. At the end’ 
ef the interview, a brief tour of the division was taken during which the 
Committee Members met the chief of the Develepuent and Constructien 
Branch. It was the epinion ef the chief ef this division that the visiters 
were not well pested en the techniques of cartographic work and that the 
survey was teo superficial te determine, if such were its purpose, whether 
the Cartography Divisien should be abolished, be doubled in sise, er be 
maintained at its present strength. The fellewing subjects were discussed:

It is the opinien of 
the chief ef this division that Colonel Miller:and Mr. Feley were favorably 
impressed, though he ccmments that Celonel Miller did net have the back- 
ground te ask incisive questiens cencerning the functioning ef the division 
and that he showed a tendency of asking a question, often immaterial, 
before the previous question had been answered. The following subjects 
were discussed:
